If you want to put it in hills you can put 
three or four kernels to the hill and space the hills about 
15 inches apart, with the width of rows 2 or 2% feet apart 
depending on how you are going to tend it. If you plant by the 
acre you will need 5 or 6 pounds per A.

An Article on C.O.D. 


Every once in a: while, I get an 
order from some fellow who wants 
me to. ship him C.0.D. Now I want 
to accommodate all of my customers 
in every way I can, but I just cannot 
accept a nursery order for C.0O.D. I 
used to send out some that way in 
the past and I always got into trou- 
ble. You see to begin with, it is an 
added cost to you, aS you have to 
pay an extra C.O.D. charge, and the 
next thing is that it means extra 
handling here which during the 
busy season. we just do not have 
time for, and then most important 
of all, the plants are highly perish- 
able, and as you know, if you are 
not at home when a C.0O.D. shipment 
arrives at your house, it will be 
taken back to the express station 
and you will be notified by card and 
the shipment will be held there un- 
til you call for it, so before all this 
can be accomplished often several 
days have elapsed and the shipment 
has died.

The Lawn 


All grasses grow best in cool weather, so 
it is very important to make your lawn very 
early in the spring, even sowing the seed on 
the last snows, or in the fall just before the 
fall rains start. The three most important 
points are good drainage, good rich top soil, 





fertilizing freely, and the use of abundance, 


seed. Be sure your lawn is well 
Where water stands will kill the 
grass out. Use as much good rich top soil 
and fertilizer as you possibly can afford. 
Sow your lawn grass thickly. At least 1 
pound to every 200 square feet. After you 
have planted your seed, roll your lawn well, 
and vigorously. It is well to roll your lawn 
each spring after the frost is out of the 
ground to bring the soil back to.its original 
firmness and smoothness. Begin cutting your 
new lawn when the grass is 3 or 4 inches tall. 
This will encourage it to ‘stool out, rather 
than for it to become tall and woody. Once 
a week is not too often to-clip it after that, 
but don’t do it too short, and be sure to 
leave the clippings on. Continue to mow your 
lawn as long as it grows in. the fall. Give 
as much water as possible, being sure that 
you give a good soaking clear down to the 
subsoil each time you Rilo sat

Lilies Most Popular 





Lilies are rapidly becoming the. 


most popular of hardy bulbs. It 
used to be thought that Lilies were 
only for the expert but now we know 
that most of the common lilies are 
just as easily grown as any other 
flower. They live year after year 
and improve in beauty and in quan- 
tity. 

Most seem to prefer a medium 
sandy loam soil. They all love leaf 
mold, and like a little sand around 
the bulb. Gritty soil is much bet- 
ter than a gumbo type and where 
the soil is heavy in clay it is well to 
add sand. Also lilies like good 
drainage. Do not use manure in di- 
rect contact with the bulbs, but all 
lilies like old manure worked over 
the top of the bed. 

They like a mulch over the soil 
the year around.

Hither straw-or well decayed 
manure, or a planting of some of 
the low growing annuals like Can- 
dytuft, Sweet Alyssum, Ageratum 
and many others, will give them 
that shade about the base that they 
like during the hot summer.

Asparagus 


Set asparagus 12 in. apart in rows 8 ft. 
apart either spring or fall. A bed dug 18 in. 
deep with well rooted manure for the bot- 
tom six inches, and rich top soil for the next 
six inches is best. Set plants, spreading the 
roots well and with eye up. Cover with 3 
inches of soil and tramp well. 
plant in deep furrow. : 

Gradually cultivate soil into trench as. 
plants grow so ground is level. Salt is not 
injurious to Asparagus, and may be sprin- 
kled to cover the ground to keep weeds down. 
Dress in fall with manure. Do not cut much 
the first year or two after planting. 

You may cut until about the ist of June. 
As soon as tops turn yellow in the fall, cut 
close to the ground, then fertilize and mulch 
for winter. 


Lilies 

Plant all Lilies on well drained soil. 
not use manure. Plant either fall or spring 
(except Madonna which is fall planted). ii 
you plant in the fall, mulch lightly to pre- 
vent freezing and thawing. Good idea to put 
2 in. of sand below bulbs. Plant from 5 to 
9 in. deep depending on type of soil (if light, 
plant deeper). : ; 

The planting depth should be three times 
the diameter of the. bulbs. Move lilies after 
they have been in one place for a few years 
as the bulbs become overcrowded. Plant 
where there is plenty of sunshine. 





Narcissus 

Narcissus, which are also called Daffodils 
and Jonquils, must be planted in the fall. 
Give them a fully sunny location. They like 
plenty .of water. Give them a light mulch 
over the winter. Place the bulbs upright, 
and cover them with 3 inches or more of 
soil. After flowering, keep the foliage in a 
green condition as long as_ possible. Then 
lift the bulb, divide, and replant immediately. 


Gladiolus 


Plant 5 to 6 in. deep-and 4 to 8 in. apart, 
in sunny location. Plant at intervals of two 
weeks for longer period of bloom.. When 
tops die, dig bulbs, cut off tops and dirt and 
store in cool, dry place. : j 

Gladiolus can be planted early in the 
spring, and as late as the first of July. 





Pruning Tips to Remember 

SHADE TREES—If smaller around than your 
wrist, you can trim them anytime. {f larger, 
trim only _in the winter when the sap is not 
flowing. Trim in early spring to prevent bad 
crotches, crossed limbs. 

FRUIT TREES—Prune early in spring, cutting 
out bad crotches and to let sunlight in to 
tree. Don’t cut off short spurs from main 
limb as these bear first fruit. 

GRAPES— Prune in February hefore growth 
starts in the spring. Cut off all old wood 
which has borne fruit. ) 

HYBRID TEA ROSES—Prune fong shoots off’ 
before winter covering. Prune balance of 
wood to 8 inches from the ground just before 
growth starts in the spring. : 

SHRUBS — Prune early bloomers fike Bridal 
Wreath, Lilacs, etc., right after they bloom. 
Later. bloomers like Hydrangeas can~ be 
pruned in the spring. 

HEDGES—Prune several times each season he- 
fore growth starts in- spring—in ay and in ~ 
July. An evergreen hedge should be pruned 
in late May or June. If you have a straggly 
hedge, cut it back to within few inches of 
ground, fertilize and it will grow nicely. 
Always prune top narrower than bottom.

House Plant Tips 





1. Plenty of air and light are necessary for 


all plants. A sunny position suits flower- 
ing plants, cold draughts of air should 
“be kept from the plants as this induces 
disease. 

2. WATER only when plants need it and 
then thoroughly. Watering too much. 
causes plants to become sickly and yel- 
low. The bigger the plant and the more 
blooms it has, the more it needs water. 

3. SPRINKLE the foliage or wipe with wet 
cloth from time to time. 

4. SOIL for house plants should be one part 
of well-decayed earthy manure, two parts 
of good garden soil mixed with some clean 
sand. Bits of broken pottery in the bot- 
tom of pots aids drainage. oe 

5. For APHIS use Bug Dust (it won’t harm 
the plant); for MEALY BUGS and 
SCALE, scrape with stick and Ivory soap 
spray; WHITE FLY or RED SPIDER— 


Spray with water: EARTH WORMS pour 
on lime water which will drive worms 
out! OTHER BUGS—Use Bug Dust once 
every 10 days. ;

After the soil has been “thoroughly pre- 
pared, set the plants 6: ft. apart in rows 6 
ft. apart. Don’t crowd the roots. Pack the 
earth around solidly, and set the plants: the 
same depth as they were in the nursery row. 
You can tell this by the dirt line on the ~ 
plants. After planting, mulch with a heavy | 
application of well rotted barnyard manure. | 

Jants can be left to trail on the ground 
the first season. In the fall, after the growth 
has stopped, prune back about one-half of 
all new growth, and just before the ground 
freezes, cover with several inches of straw. 

Once the vines commence to bud, they 
should be fastened to a trellis, similar to a + 
grape trellis. Build a three-wire trellis with — 
the top wire about 5 ft. from the ground © 
and the bottom wire not lower than 2 ft. 
from the ground. Weave the vines fan shaped 
on these wires. Don’t cultivate much, just 
enough to remove the weeds. . It is best to 
remove any very small canes that are found, 
and shorten the longer ones at the time of 
putting the canes on the trellis wires in» the 
spring. Old canes should be cut out and de- 
stroyed after the crop is harvested. ;

Hedging 


Dig trench 10 in. wide. Set ere along:

HEDGE PRUNING—Hedge pruning should 
be done several times each season—before 
growth starts in the spring, in May and in 
July.

We’ve got 
the ammunition to wipe out them instead of us—and it’s 
available now to anyone and everyone, rich or poor. It’s 
low in cost, easy and safe to use, a sure shot, and now it’s 
ano bye, bugs, and don’t ever come back.’’
